As on eid to thoee who are considering the vitally
importent subject disenesed, we lay the plan of
Mr. Marehall befare the public. s namo will
onsnre the perusal of his communication, and
cummand regpect for his suggestions :

Brt—The following outline eontaing some of the
leailing feetures of a plan for the encoursgement
of the immigration of ]mpu!nliun inte the Htato of
Missivsippi end the sele and bostowment of Jand
for that rh.s'cc:. In compliance with my promige 1
wend you the notes, ete. :

1, Let the landholders of any county nnite and
subscribe their lands so as to obtain a wuflicient
oxtent of good tilleble goil on which o volony could
be essily induced to settle. BEmigrants always
want o seitle in colonies for the sake of lInngnage,
religion, echools and sociel reletions. Seversl
thourand families shionld be gotten into e colony.

2. Let commissioners be eiected by the unm{m-
ny to cstimete the value of cach sepurate trael of
1and, and let each subscriber receive certiticates of
ihe number of shares the valoe of his lands enti-
Ale himn 1. The eompany, and ell gimilar enes, to
bo incorporated, of course.

3. Burvey the entire body of land, and Jay it off
into loty of all desirable sizes, to sunit pll sorts of
comers, with roads- and lanes raming through
and rendeying aeceptable the entire property so
Inid off. Fuornish water privileges for mills, sites
for villages, lots for ehurches, and eligible ground
for institutions of learning, end farms ranging
from ten to three hundred wcres.

4. Lithograph the plats znd prblish o pamphlet
degeribing the advantages of climete, soil, pro-
aucty, znd their murket values, togethier with all
the necessary information, in varions lauguages,
for Em‘nmuu who may desire to remove o this
favored clime.

5. Bend agonte to Europe; nlpcn offices there;
chartor yonr steamers, and send forward the peo-

le. Have agentson this side of Lthe ocean ready
o receive them and send them to their new
homer. The Legislature ought to advence the
menns for the purchase of two or three steamers,
if nocessary, t facilitate the object of the compa-
nies.

6. Houser, cabins, or comfortable quarters
should be furnished on the lands for immedicte
ocenpation. Theee the emigrant wonld pay for at
ance, or 08 might be agreed on with the company.
These would be of a very cheap style, to serve till
the ocenpant conld build to his tasie,

7. Bell the alternate lots and farme st a low
figure, on condition of remaining on &nd caoltivat-
ing the qrounds for five yeare, paying the taxes
and the interest on the Ipurchnw price, ete., ete.

In many cases it will e the interest of the com-
?:ny to gi\'u away lote and emall farms to settlera.

THE LATE RAILWAY SMASH-UPS IN
THE NORTH.

The following snmmary of the late railway ccci-
dents in the North, and the eomments npon them,
is from the N. ¥, Erening Poest of the 21st uit.:

On the 29th of October, 184, nearly a yeer &go,
we narraicd o conversation which an eccomplished
engineer once had with vs, predicting the terrible
era of railroed meesacres which seems at lest to
have arrived. Lot us give agein what he eaid to
us :

“Within ten yenrs,” esid the engineer, “vou will
hear of frequent and fatal neeidents on onr Ameri-
cen ruilwaye. They will increase to un extent
which will be absolutely appelling. The wood and
iron on which the wheels of the trains runs can
lest but o certain time. At present they are mostly
new, and the danger of which 1 speak does not
e::i.al; but they will continue to look sound to the
eye until their texture has been changed by the
constant hammering of the heavily loaded wheels,
and then they will snddenly give way. The first
warning which the companies have of their un-
soundness, with the exception of the length of
time that they huve been in nee, will be gome ac-
cident to the trains that pass over them. But the
time which has elnmét‘i eince they were laid will
not be regarded. The desire of profit will indnce
the railway companies to leave them on the track
ad long an the superintendent finds no defect in
them apparent to the ¢ye, and thus the disester
and the discovery of their defective condition will
occur at the same moment,”

How truc this forecast of the future was, we
know from the dreadfal record of the past year.
During the two months of October and November,
in 1864, wo gathered from our own columns alone
the following register of “nccidents,” as they are
facetionsly called :

Ocropen 10.—New Haven cars thrown from the
track and broken when running on the treck of
the Harlem Railroad, at Beventy-seventh-street, in
this city. Many passengers injured; one died.

Ocropen 12,—Hudeon River Railroad train ran
into a mass of ruck and earth on the track, at One
Hundred and Fifty-ninth-street, in this city, The
engine and three cars thrown off ; engineer and
tiremnn bruiged. Passcngers escaped.

Ocronen 15.—8hore Line (New York and Bos-
ton) Railroad irain, hmil:f: on board two hundred
and seventy-five sick and wounded soldiers, was
thrown from the track. Nine soldiers and two
brakemen instantly killed. Other soldiers seri-
ously injurad.

Ocroper 24.—Two traine came into collision on
the Baltimore aud Ohio Railroad. The en%&er,
fireman and one soldier were instantly killed;
fifteen persons wounded. {

Ocrosenr 20.—Collision on_the Chattanpoga and
Atlantn Railroad. Five eoldicrs were killed and
fifteen wounded.

NovemBen 1. — Collision between a passenger
frain and s live-stock train on the Lafayette and
Indianapolis Nailroad. Twénty-eight dead bodies
were taken out of the wreck of the passenger
train;. from -twenty to thirty persons wound%d
gome of them died.

Noveuper 6.—Erie Railroad train ran off the
track at Calicoon—some of the cars going into
the Delaware river, Four persons Idﬁed; many
wounded. ;

NoveMBeR 8.—Casnalty on the "Baltimore and
Philadelphia Railroad. Two engines and seven
cars hurled into the Busquehanna river. No lives
lost; one person injured. £

Novemsen 8, — The Waahin oxpress {rain
from New York thrown from the track of the Bal-
timore and Philadelphia Rsilroad. Bix cars de-
molished; three pereons killed and several seri-
ously injured.

Presidents, dicrectors, engiucers,
condunctors (i_o on just ny rouhleuuly and just as de-
finntly an before. ~ It used to bo considered o safe
timo to travel just efter one of these terrible disns-
ters, but it ia not so any longer; wo havo got case-
bardened {0 calamity, und the occurrence of one
accident is no sefegunrd against the speedy oceur-

rence of another.
